UNITED KINGDOM: The BBC is ceasing its 648 kHz transmissions of World Service English 
language radio on 27 March, 2011. We have had to make some difficult decisions about the 
distribution of BBC World Service radio around the world, as a result of the Spending Review 
settlement that BBC World Service received at the end of 2010. Closure of the 648 kHz service 
continues the process of withdrawing from direct broadcasts to Europe in response to a declining 
number of direct listeners. However BBC World Service continues to be available in Europe by 
satellite, cable and online. In the UK it is available on dedicated channels across the whole of the 
UK on DAB, online and on all digital TV platforms. This is in addition to overnight transmissions 
of BBC World Service on Radio 4 frequencies.

We're getting to be an almost semi regular column once again here in DX NEWS which is great! 
Our dealine is Friday. If you’re a new member, send in a report and introduce yourself. Always 
good to have some new names "in the fold."

First let me express my appreciation for David Yocis and a seamless transfer of the helm from the 
retired Paul Swearingen, as well as the hard work of all the columnists of DX News magazine. 
David has requested suggestions to improve our DX News, and it just so happens that I've had some 
ideas that I've been stewing over, so here goes. Number One: I believe the need for 30 issues per 
year of DX News with the weeklies during winter is no longer necessary. Now with most DX info 
distributed instantly via the internet, the print magazine serves more as an historical document and 
reference rather than a source of breaking news. The Medium Wave Circle and New Zealand 
Radio DX League are examples of successful DX clubs that publish monthly magazines containing 
a mix of feature stories, news, and logs. In addition to the monthly magazines, a couple of special 
editions could be added such as a convention edition in September and maybe a midwinter 
DXpedition edition. Number Two: Change the format of DX News from its microscopic print edition 
to a full size magazine with 8.5 x 11 pages and color photos. This is essentially already done in the 
form of the pdf available on e-DXN, and it would differentiate our publication from other DX clubs. 
The new full-size magazine could include shack photos, SDR screen shots, scans of old music 
surveys, tower site photos, or pictures of antique radios, to give the magazine added value. 

Number Three: Reduce the cost of a full-size color magazine subscription by accepting support 
from commercial underwriters. The NRC would still be non-profit, but ads could be printed in the 
magazine similar to the way that NPR and PBS broadcast clips from their supporters. I can't 
imagine that it would be very difficult to drum up support from broadcasters, syndicated radio 
shows, receiver manufacturers and retailers who would love to sell their wares to a targeted 
audience like the NRC. I believe these changes would add value to a DX News subscription and 
NRC membership. The new format would also be more attractive to potential writers of feature 
stories and technical papers that might otherwise find the present-day microscopic black-and-white 
print of DX News not worth the effort. Dramatic changes? Yes. Sometimes change is good. I believe 
DX News is long overdue. 

A re-intro for the record: I've been a broadcast DXer since the mid '70s, and joined the NRC 
sometime back then. While the NRC has been a constant, I've been through a number of career 
changes over the decades; a disco radio, roller disco and nightclub DJ, developer of NMR (now 
called MRI) technology, a compliance engineer (FCC, CE, UL, etc. eval), a 5th grade math and 
science teacher, and an airport limo driver, among other things. I've contributed a number of 
feature articles to DX News, and my first columnist position was with Target DX. I'm currently a 
columnist for Popular Communications magazine, while my real day job keeps me busy in 
manufacturing of thermal imaging and night vision systems for the warfighter and homeland 
security. To counteract the hours sitting at the computer and radio, I try to stay healthy by exercise 
as a distance runner, and though I've completed a few marathons, I primarily stick with 5k races 
these days. Other extracurricular activities include backpacking, winter mountain climbing, and 
DXpeditioning. While I fully expect at least a couple more career changes before retirement, I hope 
the NRC remains a constant.

NOAA Space Weather Outlook 
Issued February 8 — For the period February 9-March 7, 2011 

Solar activity is expected to be at very low levels with a chance for a C-class X-ray event through 
the period. The return of old Region 1149 (N17, L= 349) on February 10 will add a slight chance for 
M-class events through February 23. 

No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 

The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is expected to begin the period at 
high levels, returning to low levels by February 11. 

Geomagnetic activity is expected to be mostly quiet early, with occasional unsettled periods 
through February 10 in response to a weak coronal hole high speed stream (CH HSS). Conditions 
are expected to be quiet from February 11-28. A second CH HSS is expected to be geoeffective 
March 1-4, bringing unsettled to occasionally active geomagnetic field conditons.
